WEEKLY FIELD REPORTS 



Winchester, Ky. 

For High Class Leases and Royalties in Kentucky’s Oil Fields 



Few important wells, either as to output of oil or location, were completed 
in Oklahoma during the week ending May 4. The best wells of the week were 
in the Billings pool, in Xoble county, the Humphreys Petroleum Company's 
Xos. 8 and 2 in Section 15-23-2 west, which are good for 1,200 and 1,000 bar- 
rels, respectively. They are located on a lease that thus far has proved one of 
the best in the State in recent times. The best well in the Osage district was a 
200-barrel producer in Section 4-31-10, although that county completed about its 
usual number. A 500-barrel well on the Tiger farm in Section 19-18-15 was re- 
ported along with two dry holes from the same general region in Wagoner 
county. Section 20-17-15 furnished a 250-barrel completion, but there were three 
dry holes reported in the same section. A 500-barrel well in Section 16-15-16, 
Haskell district, Muskogee county, and a well producing 450 barrels in the 
Boynton district, in the same county, Section 1-14-15, were the best in that 
part of the State. The Youngstown pool in Township 14, Range it, Okmulgee 
county, show s some new wells of good size, but not of the gusher class. In 
Section 36-14-11, Gill farm, there is a 600-barrel completion and a 200-barrel 
well on tbe Murrell farm in Section 36-14-11 is reported along with several 
big gas wells. Yale, in Payne county, supplied a 200- and a 375-barrel well in 
Sections 1-19-15 and 18-19-6, respectively. 

Thirty wells completed in Butler county, Kansas, show altogether only one- 
third the amount of new production credited to one of the really big Butler 
County wells completed a few weeks ago. Tbe best well of the week is swab- 
bing 500 barrels. It is on the Abraham farm in Section 1-26-4. 

It is reported, but not authoritatively, that a new well on the Bryden farm 
in Section 1-26-8, Greenwood county, is showing for a 200-barrcl producer and 
that another on the same farm flowed 250 barrels the first ten hours after a shot. 

In the North Texas field, Mitchell & Son's well, located fifteen miles north- 
east of Coleman, in Coleman county, was drilled two feet deeper into the sand 
and is flowing every hour. Its production is estimated at 150 barrels daily. It 
is in wildcat territory and important. The Brashear well on the Yale tract, in 
Stephens county, and eight miles north of the Ranger pool, is being drilled 
deeper and show ing increased gas pressure and more oil. 

Completed wells in the North Louisiana field were above the average in 
production. The Fortttna Oil Company, a recent arrival in Louisiana, drilled in 
a well starting at 4,000 barrels daily, in Section 22-21-15, Pine Island district 
Wolf & Keen, in the same section, completed a 2,000-barrel well. An important 
completion was the Gulf Refining Company's No. 1 Lane, in the northeastern 
extension of the Pine Island pool, which is flowing 1,200 barrels daily. 

Pools in Northern Allen and Eastern Warren counties, Kentucky, will soon 
be served by pipe line. Chicago men have announced their intention to build a 
line into these developments and are ready to begin surveying. 

At Volcano, Wood county, West Virginia, the Hope Natural Gas Company 
has uncovered the deepest oil and gas sand ever found in the State. It lies at 
4,450 feet and contains a heavy, dark-colored oil with the appearance of a lubri- 
cant. The well has not been drilled in. The deep well of the same com- 
pany in Harrison county is still fishing at 7,363 feet. 

In W yoming, the Warm Springs field furnished a producer in the Tensleep 
sand, which will be shut in until a market is found for the oil. The Ohio Oil 
Company is preparing to drill a well in the Grass C'reek field to the Ember sand, 
tin deepest productive formation in the field. At the present time the Grass 
Creek production comes from the Frontier sand. — Oil and Gas Journal.

“During April work in tin Kentucky-Tennessee fields was scattered over a 
total of 53 counties, of which 40 counties are in Kentucky and four in Ten- 
nessee. This development covers a vast area of territory, and the most perplex- 
ing of any of the oil fields of the country to cover," says the Oil City Derrick, 
in summarizing April field operations in the State. 

“In the fields covered in the two States during -April there were 180 wells 
completed, with a new production of 2,222 barrels, 28 dry holes and three gas 
wills, a gain of 27 completed wells, 574 barrels new production and a loss in 
dry holes of six and two in gas wells, from the figures of March. April made u 
very excellent showing, as weather conditions were by no means conducive to 
development work, like March, which was a most beautiful month for field work.

PRESIDENT CAN OPERATE OIL LEASES 

UNDER NEW BILL JUST AGREED UPON 

WASHINGTON, May 11. — Prospect of sufficient oil production 
to meet the imperative needs of the nation without the necessity of the 
government officials taking over and operating any of the Western 
oil wells, as has been threatened by at least three of the biggest govern- 
ment officials particularly interested in fuel oil, is seen as a result of 
a favorable report on the general leasing bill. The report has been 
agreed to and drafted but will not be put in before next week.

The situation depicted by the Logan Coal operators is typical of 
conditions elsewhere. < >nc must now obtain a license to ship anything 
over the railroads, and long delays ensue before it is determined at 
Washington whether the shipment can be made and marked "essen- 
tial." Little effort lias been made to repair cars. There is a vast con- 
gestion of freight at eastern terminals, nearly 4_\ooo cars more than 
normal, according to the official figures, being held on eastern lines. 
It is said it will take another month to restore conditions to normal. 
A coal famine, both for householders and industrial establishments, 
is threatened unless a change for the better is speedily brought about. 

flic Financial World realizes, as well as the best informed rail- 
road men, that so radical a transformation in railroad control is 
hound to develop some confusion. Nevertheless, it would seem to 
he only fair to the public that some public announcement should be 
made reviewing the situation and in some measure answering the 
numerous criticisms that are now arising on many sides. We are al- 
most led to wonder whether the country is to see the introduction in 
the railroad management of the old red-tape, bureaucratic methods 
which were characteristic of the War Department for so long, or 
whether the Government has any policy save that of blundering along 
somehow. The President made some big promises when the scheme 
of Government control was sprung on the country, and the people 
expect some fair advance toward accomplishment of the objects 
sought. 

A comprehensive statement as to the financial status of the rail- 
roads. when the leasehold contracts to be signed and what mav he 
expected by stockholders and bondholders is a matter that should 
have early attention. Impatience among investors in railroad securi- 
ties is growing and it can only be softened by frankness and publicity. 
— Financial World. 



The report was written by Chairman Ferris, who had been en-

Third. The President can lease the entire claims to the claimants 
if he finds that it is for the public interest. 

The President is given full authority and discretion in the matter 
of permitting additional wells to be put down or to lease all of the 
claims. 

President Can Commandeer. 

The cominamleering section was urged by Mark L. Requa, Fed- 
eral Fuel Administration, with the advice of Bernard M. Baruch, chair- 
man of the War Industries Board, as a further measure of relief to 
meet the present war emergency.

TEXAS ROUNDED UP GERMAN BOND SLACKERS. 



When Texans make up their minds to do a thing they use direct 
methods. This admirable trait was demonstrated last month during 
the Liberty Loan campaign in Wichita county, where some of the 
richest oil fields in the state are located.

When Fritz 
appeared he was informed that the committee had an accurate line on 
his income from oil royalties and that he would he expected to invest 
proportionately in Liberty Bonds.

that section to operate either directly or through leases to the claim- 
ants or through leases to other persons existing oil wells or public 
oil lands which do do have wells on them. 

The U. S. Fuel Administration indicated that they hoped to secure 
this production through leases to private operators, but ample power 
is given the government to operate itself if this is considered necessary 
to secure adequate production for essential industries such as ship- 
yards, munitions plants, railroads, lumber and steel mills and scores of 
other of the most important industries. 

This section also authorizes the President in taking over and 
operating claims to agree with the owner as to compensation for 
property taken, or if agreement cannot he reached to pay 75 per cent, 
of the value and permit the claimant to site in the United States Court 
for any balance due. 

It is thought very likely by those in closest touch with the con- 
ferences that have been held between the three Federal departments 
and Congress and the oil interests, that the passage of the general 
leasing bill, including the relief section, will so increase the oil supply 
as to render commandeering unnecessary. 

Plenty of Oil, 

The Federal officials feel that there is plenty of oil and that this 
can he mined by the men who are right on the ground much better 
than can he done by the government agents. The oil operators have 
seen the writing on the wall. They believe now that the government 
is sincere in its threat to take over the properties, if necessary. They 
have had this emphasized on them by both Mr. Kcqua and Mr. Baruch 
and by the statement of Secretary Daniels to the Pacific coast pub- 
lishers that he recognized the emergency and was willing to open up 
the great Naval Reserve No. 2 if necessary to stop the growing short- 
age. They also read in Secretary Lane’s letter a threat that he would 
ask President Wilson to commandeer their oil properties. It is be- 
lieved that the oil operators have recognized the attitude of the Ad- 
ministration and that they will forestall any such action by producing 
a sufficient amount of oil to meet the needs of the nation. 

Congress also has awakened to the necessity for quick action. 
The Administration has let it he known that this bill should pass in a 
hurry to meet the critical emergency caused by an existing shortage. 
Secretary Lane served notice that unless there is a big increase in 
production within six months all the industries on the Pacific coast 
must shut down. Whatever the Administration says it wants as a 
war measure, to help whip the Huns, will he done. Congress will not 
immoderately delay the passage of this bill.

These tanks were constructed 
to take care of the production of that company after an individually owned pipe line extending over a distance of fourteen miles had been constructed from 
the production of the company to Irvine. 

The Barnett Oil and Gas Company’s holdings in the Irvine field, and the business of the company were purchased from John R. MacNeille, of Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, in November, iyt6. At that time the property composed only Twelve producing wells, but under the supervision of C. (Pop) Shriver, 
who is general superintendent for Kentucky, the number of producers has been increased to Thirty-nine, and only three dry holes have been drilled' in.
